February was « bad month for armed 
robberies and hold-ups. There wero 
11 armed robberies from dwelling houses 
and shops and also 11 armed robberies 
from the persons of Chinese in the 
streets and alleyw 
cases the sums taken 
In two instances, however, jewellery and 
clothing to the value of over $10,000 
were stolen, It is not necessary to 
detail each case that occurred, but the 
following more important ones are 
published for information :— 

At 4.15 am, February 6, about 20 
armed robbers entered the house of a 
well-to-do Chinese at No. 967 East 
Yuhang Road and stole money and 
jewellery to the value of over $10,000. 
Several persons are in custody charged 
with participation in this crime and 
enquiries are still proceeding. 

At 10 p.m,, February 9, seven men, 
one armed with » pistol and three with 
knives, entered house No. 88 Chung- 
king Road and stole property to the 
value of $2,000. 

At 9.30 pm, Februarp 16, six 
men, three armed with pistols and three 
with’ knives, entered house No. 366 
‘Ningpo Road and stole property to the 
value of $2,100. 

At about 8 p.m., February 24, fire 
or six men, two armed with pistols and 
one with a knife, entered No. 17 Koo 
Ka Loong and stole property to the

There were two murders and one 
attempted marder during the month, 
details of which are as follows :— 
Atll pm. February 12, a Chinese 
was twice shot and seriously wounded 
in an alleyway off Dent Road. He 
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subsequently died, Several persons are 
now in custody and their trial is pending. 
The case promises to be of considerable 
political signiticance, documents seized 
at the time of the arrests pointing in 
this direction. 

February 20, © gam- 
bling quarrel took place between two 
Chinese at 503 Ynenfong Road as 
result of which one of the ten stabhat 
the other who subsequently died.

The three men then ran 
along Woosung Road pursned by Sad- 
ler who could only follow them a short

The chase was continued by Chinese 
PC. 430 who was fired at three 
by the robbers. Two of the robbers 
then ran in the direction of Thorne 
Road and the other west along Haining 
Road. Constable Hendry, who was on 
plain c'othes duty armed on Fearon 
Road, joined in the chase at Thorne 
Road and red three shots at the 
robbers, but as he got nearer to then: 
they fired shoo iog him in the left 
foot. They then ran over Thorne Road 
Bridge into Harbin Road district 
pursued by a number of Constables, 
and one robber was arrested hy Chinese 
1049, the other two making good 
their escape. The two men who were 
shot are now alaiost well.

Larcenies in general show a decrease 
as compared with January, 1915, but 
are Ligher than in Frbraary, 19 4, 
‘A-case shewing the good effect pro- 
duced by the present system of searching 
suspicious looking persons in the streets 
occurred during the month when 
Enropean Constable who was on duty. 
on Range Road stopped and searched 
two Chinese and found one in possession 
of 76 c unterfeit 20-cent pieces and 91 
counterfeit 10-cent pieces. Unfortun- 





ately whilst the Constable was searching 
this man his companion made g: od his, 
vacape, The arrested man was charged 
at the Mixed Court and sentenced. 

As the result of # panic which ocear- 
red at the Red Temple in the Nanking’ 
Road an elderly Chinese woman was 
crushed to death, It appears that some 
mixchievous j eople in the temple enclo- 
‘sure raised an alarm of fire. A stampede 
occurred and, as the place was crowded 
owing to the New Year festivities, the 
Je exit was insufficient to allow 
everybody to escape easily. Steps are 
now being taken to remedy this defect. 

Fires —19 fires occurred during the 
month, but in only 9 of these were the 
services of the Fire Brigade required, 
the remainder being extinguished either 
Uy the Police or inmates. 

Rabies.—It is notified for general 
information that owing to the prevalence 
of rabies at the present time in and near 
the Settlement the Police have received 
the strictest instractions to enforce the:

Arming of Chinese Police. —The 
arrival at the beginning of the year of 
750 carbines each supplied with a ma- 
gazine for six cartridges enabled the 
‘Sikh Police to be re-armed with a more 
efficient weapon. The old carbines were 
carefully esamined and it was found 
that a number of them were still ser- 
viceable. In order to enable as many 
armed Police to be in the streets as 
possible it was decided to train a certain 
number of picked Chinese Constables in 
the use of the old weapon. As a result 
110 men were given # month's training 
in simple drill and were passed through 
course of musketry, It was e.rg rising 
to see the rapidity with which these men 
learned their drill and the use of the 
weapon. They were drafted out to. the 
various districts on February 12 and 
now perform their duty armed with 
carbines, There is every confidence 
that they will use these weapons effi- 
ciently and properly. A farther draft 
of 92 picked men is at present under 
similar training.

Engineer's Report for 
February. 
An exceptionally heavy fall of snow 


®) occurred on the morning of Sunday, 


February 7, a depth of between 4 inches 
and 5 inches being recorded. It com- 
menced falling at about 4 a.m. and con- 
tinued until 11 a.m. when it changed to 
rain and so continued for the rest of the 
day. All available labour and rolling 
‘k was used to carry out the removal 
of the snow, and the roads were cleaned 
with as little delay as possible, the main 
thoroughfares receiving prior treatment. 
The removal was completed on the 
Monday, 8,000 cartloads of snow having 
been dealt with. On each day about 
2,000 coolies and 120 carts were! 
employed on the work. The Tramway 
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Company used their snow ploughs with 
good effect in clearing their tracks. 


| 


Roads.—The mud tracks in Great 
Western Road and Siccawei Road have 
received a dressing of Ningpo sand with 
a view to improving them for riding 
Jurposes. These two ronds are exten- 
sively used by the riding community and 
the treatment accorded has up to the 
present resulted both in a general im- 
provement and in a surface which is 
easier to maintain in a satisfactory 
condition. 

The metalling of a 12 foot strip of 


~ | Edinburgh Road has been completed as 


far as its junction with Yuyuen Road. 
The macadam road at the crossing of 
Gordon Road and Avenue Rosd has 
been replaced by concrete laid to a 
depth of & inches. ‘The jolting which 
previously resulted to traffic passing in 
Gordon Road at this junction has 
thereby been obviated. 
Drainage-—The laying of the De- 
fence Creek culvert has been completed 
‘as far as the junction with Canton Road 
and work on the foundations is being 
carried out on the last section, viz., that 
between Cemetery Road Bridge and the 
Yangkingpang. The manufacture of 
the penstocks to regulate the flow of 
water between the culvert and the Race 
Course ditches is well in hand. 
Buildings — Owing to the Chinese 
New Year holidays the amount of work 
done during February, itself a short 
month, has been generally speaking 
comparatively small. The foundations 




















of the Tower of the new Central Offices 
are now completed, and the driving of 
the conerete piles for the foundations of 
the Drill Hall trasses is well advanced. 


‘The walls of the new Thomas Han- 
bury School for Boys are up to first 
floor level, and the construction of the 
heating chamber is in hand, Difficulty 
is experienced at this site owing to the 
swampy nature of the land adjoining, 
which continually drains itself on to the 
School site, 

The heating chamber at the Nich 
‘Chih-kuei Public School for Chinese is 
finished and the contractor's work 
generally is progressing satisfactorily. 

‘The new Sentry tower'at the Gaol is 
approaching com, letion, ‘The reinforce- 
ment for the roof has been completed 
and the concrete is being laid. 

Fingchiao Quarry.—1,131 fong of 
road material was dispatched to the 
Public Works Department during the 
month, and 60 fong on behalf of the 
French Council.
